THEODORE LOW DE VINNE 
DIES IN NEW YORK HOME. 


President of Printing Hotse Which 
Printed Century and St. Nicholas 
Magazines Succumbs at Age of 85. 


New York, Feb. 16.—[Special.}~Theodore 


Seventy-sixth street. Mr. De Vinne was 

at Stamford, Conn., on Dec. 25, 1828. 

He was educated at the Newburg, N. v., 

gained the honorary degree of 

master arts at Columbia and Tale uni- 
Versities in 1901. 

Mr. De Vinne learned the printer’s trade 

in early life and became an employé and 


latter's death the firm became Theodore L. 
De Vinne & Co., and later was organized as 
the De Vinne press. 

It printed the Century and St. Nicholas 
magazines from their inception, and also the 
Century dictionary. Mr. De Vinne was long 
recognized as a leader in the improvement 
of typography. 

Mr. De Vinne is survived by his son, Theo- 
Gore B. De Vinne, vice president of the De 
Vinne press.

Feared to Make Retraction. 


Kennedy feared to make such a retraction

He knew that if 
he told of these connéctions he would expose 
the men who had given him political prefer- 
ment, the men whose company he had sought 
since the day he entered politics as a ward 
leader in Buffalo. 

Kennedy knew that a man qualified to 
speak in his behalf had informed a repre- 
sentative of District Attorney Whitman that 
the state treasurer accepts orders in desig- 
nating, banks as state depositories just as he 
admittedly accepted. orders in voting as 4 
member of the canal board. 

There is no suggestion that he benefited 
personally by what he did, but he would 
have been humiliated if the conduct of his 
office had been shown to be in other hands 
than his own. 

Took Orders from “Higher Up.” 

District Attorney Whitman's inv 
had learned that every bank which received 
state moneys was approved by other persons 
before Kennedy named it. They learned 
directly from a Kenyedy representative that 
he felt under such obligations to the state 
Democratic committee that he would do 
nothing unless orders came from some one in. 
authority there. Kennedy had testified be- 
fore this information came to the district 
attorney that he never urged a bank to have 
its bonding done by a particular concern. 

He had testified that he did not know 
Charles F. Murphy Jr., nephew of the Tam- 
many leader, represented the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty company, a concern 
ot which Kennedy had been the resident vice 
president in Buffalo. 

The thing that shattered Kennedy's nerves 
was the information conveyed to him that 
Mr. Whitman bad documentary evidence 
that would absolutely disprove these asser- 
tions made by Kennedy. 

Needed Approval of “Chief.” 

Had Mr. Kennedy admitted that his testi- 
mony was not true he would have been asked 
if it was not true that during the last four- 
teen months he had deposited no state money 
with any bank unless that bank had the 
approval of a political leader in this city. 
A relative of that leader was frequently 
in Albany soliciting bonding business for 
the company which he represented, and the 
district attorney would have tried to show 
that Kennedy was made to feel that his po- 
litical future depended upon his. obeying 
suggestions brought to him. 

Kennedy’s Books All Right. 

Albany, N. T., Feb. 16—Accountants from 
the controller’s office today reported after 
examining the books of State Treasurer Ken- 
nedy that they were in perfect condition.

Funeral to Be Held Tomorrow.

Japanese Diplomat Dies Suddenly in

TOKIO, Feb. 16.—Viscount Siuze Aoki, fer- 
mer Japanese ambassador to the United 
States, died today. That the famous diplo- 
mat was critically ill became publicly known 
only a few hours before his death, though 
it was Known that he had been ailing tor 
some time. 

Viscount Aoki was the son of a village 
doctor, born in 1844, and may be considered 
a self-made man. He was among the first 
of the Japanese to seek an education abroad, 
going to Germany for this purpose in 1869.

Social Workers’ Report Urges 
Great Stock Company to 
Furnish Labor to Poor. 


TO STOP PAUPERIZING. 


Present System Draws Thousands 
of Idle Here, Byron L. 
Smith Declares. 


“Tt must be admitted that what we are 
doing now through the charities is simply 
alleviating temporary suffering—we are not 
removing the cause. 

This conclusion was reached in a report 
by Byron L. Smith, president of the Northern 
Trust company, to a group of social workers, 
business men, and public officials yesterday 
at the North American building. Those who 
attended generally agreed that present 
charity develops greater need for the same 
sort of charity, and attracts thousands of 
undesirables to Chicago in the winter. The 
report will be presented to a congress of 
‘octal workers to be called within a week. 


Proposes to Furnish Work. 

The report outlines a system based on the 
principle of “no work—no food” and pro- 
poses a way to provide work. 

The plan is to form a stock company to be 
known as the Brotherhood Association of 
America. The company will operate a work- 
ingman’se and woman's exchange, where 
goods made at home may bé sold at a fair 
price; an employment agency, a shop where 
those who apply will be given work repairing 
discarded shoes and furniture, to be sold to 
poor persona; a fuel yard, a collection agency 
for waste paper and rags. Other features 
will be added as they are found practical, 


Funds Draw Idlers. 

We believe that Chicago ie supporting 
thousands of persons who have no right to be 
in the city,” said B. J. Rosenthal; in whose 
offices the meeting was held That ts due 
to the fact that the large sume raised for 
charity are widely advertised.”

AVERY PLOW STOCKS DROP 


Temporary Discontinuance of 
Common Dividends Probable. 


CHIEF _ BLAMES BROKERS. 


Says Surplus ‘Exists, but 2 — 
Are Slow. 


When the Avery company stockholders 
meet in Peoria today it is likely they will 
be informed of the temporary discontinuance 
of common dividends. Local brokers were 
informed yesterday that the banks holding 
the company’s paper had directed such ac- 
tion immediately. 

As a result of this report and others about 
the company’s affairs there was a sharp de- 
cline in the value of the Avery securities 
on the local curb. The stock issue is small, 
only $1,000,000 7 per cent preferred and 
$2,245,000 gommon. With so little in the mar- 
ket, the decline was the more rapid. Since 
early trading Saturday the price of the pre- 
ferred has fallen from 102 to 70, andthe com- 
mon from 92 to 60 or thereabout. Quotations 
given by the different brokers varied because 
no actual gale was recorded and all were try- 
ing to find a purchaser. 

President Denies Hostile Reports. 

President Bartholomew was reached by 
telephone late in the evening. He asserted 
he had received no instructions from the 
banks and could not say what the directors 
will do at their meeting this afternoon rela- 
tive to the common dividend. 

“TIT know what I think they should do.“ he 
gaid. ‘‘I'm not going to say until the time 
comes. This decline of the stock is due to 
the work of the brokers. The company's 
statement shows $1,900,000 over liabilities, 
and tt’s all right. Of course collections have 
been a little slow, but we're able to stand 
trouble as well ag any one.” 


Had Good Record. 

The Avery company is one of the oldest 
plow manufactories of the middle west and 
had a good dividend record. Two years ago 
the preferred stock was put out and exten- 
sively advertised by the underwriters. The 
trouble is of recent date. 

The company had heavy sales in 1912 and 
1018, but appears to have planned too exten- 
sively for the future. A large amount of raw 
material was obtained and a good deal of 
money was borrowed from local banks. 

The Avery company has its main plant in 
Peorta, but has selling agencies all through 
this country and several abroad. It was pay- 
ing 7 per cent on the common stock when the 
preferred was issued, and was reported to 
be earning much more.

An amendment to the United States consti- 
tution against the importation, manufacture 
and sale of all weapons classed as con-

The title of Knight of Kerry ie borne today 
by Sir Maurice Fitzgeraid, owner of Vaientia 
island on the coast of Kerry, and famous as 
a yachtsman. 

The acceptance by his father of a baronet- 
cy wes generally condemned in Ireland, 
where it was argued that a modern dignity 
of this kind was in every eense of the word 
inferior to the honor of being nineteenth 
hereditary Knight of Kerry. 

The present Knight of Glyn is Desmond 
Fitzjohn Fitzgerald, son-in-law of the Earl 
of Dunraven, and there are many here who 
will recall his wife, Lady Rachel Fitzger- 
ald, as having accompanied her father to 
this country at the time of the Valkyrie races 
for the cup. She died some years 
ago after giving birth to a son, who wan 
eventually succeed hig father as twenty- 
second Knight of Glyn, 

The Knight of Glyn has no baronetcy, and 
though he hag an offi right. as hereditary 
knight, to the prefix ir to his Chris- 
tian name, he refrains from using it lest it 
should savor; too much of the ordinary

Col. King was engaged in a hand to hand 
encounter with Col. Fitzgerald im the inn 
and was getting the worst of it when his fa- 
ther, Lord Kingston, rushed in and shot Col. 
Fitzgerald dead. 

Col, King was tried by the ordtnary courts 
at Cork ai wes acquitted by the jury on 
the charge of murder, for which he had 
been Indicted. 

Not long afterwards his father, Lord 
Kingston, was tried in the same way by the 
Irish house of lords. It was the last occasion 
of the upper house of the Irish legislature 
sitting as a court of justice upon one of its 
members. As stated above, Lord Kingston 
was acquitted by the unanimous vote of his 
fellow peers.

New and Old Process Corn Meal. 


R. JOHNSON’S famous definition of oat- 

meal as a food for horses and men can 

be imitated in defining cornmeal as a 

food for hogs and men. Unfortunately 

the hogs have had the most of it for a 

long time, but, thanks to the work of the dieti- 

tians, cornmeal is coming back to its original 
popularity in our country as a food for men. 

In one of Miss Leslie's cook books of the early 

„50s of the last century there are thirty-six 

recipes for “ Indian meal” dishes, and many 


cost of living” conditions, as well as many pre- 
valling food conditions, make the great point, 
first, that you can get more nutrition for a dol- 
lar spent for cornmeal than from this same 
sum spent on any other food. Some are show- 
ing that cornmeal can be combined with other 
economical foods to make of it a “complete” 
food or ration—that is, one furnishing the right 
proportions of the three major food elements. 
Those interested can learn some combinations 
from Miss Leslie's old book, which none of the 
moderns have as yet worked out. 

One of the dietetic books which has a table 
comparing the amount of nutritive value in a 
dollars worth of several different foods is 
“The Economy of Food.“ by J. Allen Murray, 
but this is an English bock. in which American 
and Finglish facts, seemingly, are a bit mixed. 
Probably the author took his table from an 
American source. 

The United States department of agriculture 
has just issued farmers’ bulletin 563, on Corn 
Meal as a Food and Ways of Using It,” and fol- 
lowed this, on Feb. 4, witha supplement contain- 
ing additional facts and recipes, of which the 
bulletin has many. Bulletin 298 of the depart- 
ment, on the Food Value of Corn and Corn 
Products,” was issued not many years ago. 
These bulletins are free to those who will apply 
for them, and every household should possess 
them.

Some of the old 
recipes are useless until “experiment has shown 
what allowances must be made, because of the 
difference between the meals of the new 
old processes; therefore that part of the new 
bulletin on The Cooking of Cornmeal” is par- 
ticilarly helpful. Whether to put the water 
into the meal or the meal zunto the water has 
‘perm'exed many a cook. The bulletin says: 
“In general it was found that about 10 per 
cent more water was needed for the new proc- 
ess meal than for. the old process, and that. 
while the large Amount of water used renders 
the meal liable to sink, the mixture of meal end 


ture to a higher temperature. 
>. 

“In the later experiments, made in the office 
of experiment stations, it was found that in 
some cases, nctadly in that of making quick 
process breads out of yellow corn meal, pouring 
the meal into hot water was insufficient. In 
these cases it seems necessary to hold the dish 
of moist meal over the fire for a few seconds. 

“When convenience, as well as the final re- 
gults, was taken into consideration, it was found 
best in almost every case to mix the meal with 
cold water and to heat it thoroughly over boiling 
water in a double boiler, Except when very 
finely ground meals were used, it was found un- 
necessary to stir. at any time, not even when 
the meal and water were put into the boiler. 

“The conclusion was reached, in fact, that in 
all cases, even those in which the liquid used 
was not water, but either sweet or sour milk, 
the best results were obtained by heating the 
meal end liquid together ina double boiler with- 
gut stirring.. 

The example which follows ime above state- 
ment in regard to sour milk bread is tnterest- 
ing, but what is said about making allowance 
for the fact that there is less fat in the new 
process meal is important. A little lard and 
butter should be used in making hoe cake and 
corn meal pone, whereas water alone was for- 
merly used, and in recipes where fat is pre- 
scribed the allowance should be slightly in- 
creased.

AGAIN SUSPENDED 


Commerce Commission De- 
lays Giving Advance Sought 
by Eastern Roads. 


MAY DECIDE IN APRIL. 


(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special. }— 
The interstate commerce commiagion today 
ordered a further suspension for six months 
af the 5 per cent increase in rates announced 
some time back by the railroads east of the 
Mississippi and north of the Ohio river. 

Although this suspension may last until 
September, it was said tonight by members 
of the commission that by April or May a 
decision would be given as to whether or not 
the proposed rates should be allowed to g 
into effect. 

In the meantime the commission will con- 
tinue its investigation into various features 
of the problem. It already has examined 
officials of the railroads concerned and ship- 
pere served by the lines on the direct qued- 
tion as to whether or not the increase should 
be granted. 

An inquiry now is being conducted into 
the free service given by railroads to favored 
shippers and the cost of that service to the 
lines. This inquiry is devoted also to the 
question of allowances granted by the rail- 
roads to certain shippers. 


Fear an Adverse Decision. 
The fact that the commission is making 


this collateral inguiry has given rise to ap- 
prehension in railroad circles that the de- 


cision has been reached not to grant the in- 
crease, 


It is Argued that the commission is endeav- 
oring to show that by enforcing a policy of 
strict impartiality with reference to shippers,
